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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/769,223 on 
March 23, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-4, 6, 8-9, and 1 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the vehicle powertrain as claimed, and particularly including 
shifting the transmission from neutral gear into drive gear upon the engine idle speed being 
reduced by a predetermined RPM that is determined by subtracting a typical idle speed from an 
increased idle necessary to increase a rate of heat accumulation in an exhaust catalyst when the 
engine started in a cold condition, and including the remaining structure and controls of claims 6 
and 8, respectively.
